Division IV, Alice G. Wells. 
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Annual Report of the School Board 


For the Year ending February 15, 1914 


During the spring term our schools continued under the 
management of the District Superintendent, Mr. Lane. 
The school board assumed full charge in September. 

In Division I we deemed ourselves fortunate that the school 
could still remain under the management of Miss Littlefield, 
who, having already been there four terms, had brought it to 
a high state of efficiency; and it has more than retained that 
standard. It has been unfortunate in only one matter, — 
during the fall term a mild epidemic of mumps developed, 
and this has occasioned a large number of absences, which has 
caused the average attendance to fall much lower than it 
otherwise would. 

In Division II, Miss Hunt remained through the spring term, 
resigning at the end to take a position in Marblehead. 

The fall term opened with Miss MacGregor, a Salem Normal 
pupil; but at the end of eight weeks, realizing that she was not 
accomplishing all that she should with the pupils, she resigned. 

November Ist, Miss Eleanor Chalmers, of Colebrook and 
Boston University, a teacher of several years’ experience, as- 
sumed charge; and, with the exception of a two weeks’ break 
on account of illness, the work has gone on very smoothly, 
fast overcoming the lapses of the fall term. In her, we feel 
that we have an ideal teacher, herself thoroughly interested 
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in her work and with the faculty of transferring that interest 
to her pupils. 

Miss Richardson closed her work in Division III at the end 
of the spring term. 

This is the largest of our schools, and needed a firm and 
experienced hand to bring the pupils up to the mark, and we 
seemed to have satisfactorily solved this problem when we 
placed Miss Huckins, a New Hamsphire teacher of twelve 
years’ experience, in charge. She came to the school at a time 
_when a large amount of extra work was needed in re-arranging 
grades and studies. She has faithfully given her time both in 
and out of school, and in all her plans has had the hearty co- 
operation of parents and pupils. 

Miss Lord has remained throughout the year in Division IV, 
and, while this is our smallest school, having only five grades, 
none above the sixth, they show an enthusiasm in their lessons 
unequalled in any of our other classes, and at the fall term they 
attained the remarkable average attendance of 99.08—a 
mark which we cannot find has ever before been attained in 
the town. 

One of the difficulties which the School Board and Superin- 
tendent have had to combat in the last few years has been the 
falling off of the average attendance. In 1910, the percentage 
fell below 87 per cent., the amount necessary to receive state 
aid, thus depriving the town of nearly two hundred dollars. 
In 1911, there was a slight improvement; and the same in 1912. 
In 1913, it reached 92.55. 

At the beginning of this year it seemed necessary to devise’ 
some means of reaching a mark which would make us certain 
of the aid given by the state, and a banner was procured, to be 
held each month by the school having the highest per cent., 
and at the end of the year the school holding it the greatest 
number of months is to receive a small sum of money to be 
used for the school room. This has proven an incentive to 
the pupils, and at the beginning of February the average for | 
this year was 96.16. 

While the school in Division IV has so far held the banner, 
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Division III is entitled to as much, or more, credit for their 
work in this line, since they have held a very low mark for a 
number of years, beginning in September with 88%, rising 
steadily to 98.14% in December. 

Very few reports have come to us of children remaining 
away from school unless compelled to do so by illness, and it 
has not been necessary to call upon our truant officer for any 
service whatever during the year. 

This town is fortunate in being able to secure the services of 
Mr. Akeley as instructor in music, and it seems to be the 
unanimous wish of the district that he be retained the coming 
year. 

In regard to the salaries of our teachers, this fact must be 

born in mind, that there is a constantly increasing demand for 
- trained instructors, and especially for those who have had a . 
year or more of experience and proven themselves a success 
along the lines for which they have fitted, and in order to 
obtain the services of such we must pay the price; and even if 
we are willing to do this, it is not always easy to secure them, 
as illustrated by the fact that out of forty-seven applications 
received during the summer for positions in our schools, only 
seven were trained and experienced teachers. The remainder 
were fresh from normal or high school, or college, — doubtless 
with many latent possibilities, yet an uncertainty, as we 
learned to our sorrow in Division II. 

While we are paying our teachers more than many of the 
adjoining towns, yet when you consider that one is a normal 
graduate with three years’ experience, one with twelve years’ 
experience and a holder of a permanent New Hampshire 
teacher’s certificate, the third a student of Boston University 
with five years’ experience, also a holder of a New Hampshire 
certificate, and that for every week taught in the town by 
each of these teachers we receive $2 rebate from the state, 
our pay roll is not as extravagant as it may seem at first 
appearance. | 

For the past few years there has been a good deal of trouble 
in Division II to keep the building suitably heated, and real- 
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izing that something must be done to remedy this defect, we 
installed a large coal stove, and the coal fire has kept the room 
comfortable in the severest weather. As to the relative ex- 
pense of the coal and wood, we are hardly able to judge yet, 
but will state that beginning with September they have used 
about two cords of wood and three tons of coal to date. It 
seems as if this would be the final solution of the heating 
problem for all our schools. 

At the last session of the legislature a measure was passed, 
arranging for medical inspection of pupils, school-rooms and 
surroundings, according to plans laid out by the State Board 
of Health and the State Superintendent. The acceptance of 
this is optional with school districts. Mr. Morrison, State 
Superintendent, in discussing the expense attendant upon its 
adoption, stated that, for a town the size of Stratham, $25 
would be ample appropriation. 

The more important sections of this law follow, and we would , 
ask the voters to carefully consider this measure, which would 
seem to obviate some of the difficulties with which teachers 
and school boards have to contend, and, if they deem it ad- 
visable, adopt it. 

“Sect. 2. The school board of the city or town, in which 
such school district is located, shall appoint one or more 
school physicians of not less than five years’ experience, shall 
assign one to each public and each private school within such 
school district, and shall provide them with all proper facilities 
for the performance of their duties as prescribed in this act. 

Sect. 3. Every school physician shall, in the presence of the 
teacher at least once a year, previous notice having been given, 
make such an examination of every pupil, excepting such as 
are hereinafter exempted, and of every teacher, janitor, and 
other employees, of the schools committed to his ¢harge, and 
of the school buildings, yards and surroundings thereof as 
the protection of the health of the pupils may require. He 
shall report the results of his examination to the School Board, 
who shall record the same, and they shall forthwith take such 
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action thereon as in their judgment the public health or the 
health of the pupils demands. 

Sect. 4. Every child, who shows signs of being in ill health 
or of suffering from a communicable disease, shall be referred 
by the teacher to the parents or guardian of such child for 
examination and diagnosis by some regularly registered 
physician, and if said parents fail or neglect to have such 
child so examined, and produce a certificate from such physi- 
cian within two days, then such child shall be examined by 
said school physician. 

Sect. 5. The school physician shall cause notice of the 
disease or defects, if any, from which any child is found to be 
suffering to be sent to his parent or guardian. Whenever a 
child shows symptons of smallpox, tuberculosis, diphtheria, 
influenza, tonsilitis, whooping cough, mumps, scabies, or 
trachoma, or other communicable disease, he shall be sent 
home immediately, or as soon as safe and proper conveyance 
can be found. 

Sect. 6 The school physician shall cause every child in the 
public schools to be carefully tested and examined in the 
presence of the teacher at least once in every school year to 
ascertain whether he is suffering from defective sight or hearing 
or from any other disability or defect tending to prevent his 
receiving the full benefit of his school work, or requiring a 
modification of the school work in order to prevent injury 
to the child or to secure the best educational results. The 
tests of sight and hearing shall be made by the teacher under 
the direction of the school physician. The physician shall 
cause notice of any defect or disability requiring treatment to 
be sent to the parent or guardian of the child and shall re- 
quire a physical record of each child to be kept in such form 
asthe State Superintendent of Public Instruction shall pre- 
scribe.”’ 

In closing this report the School Board would recognize the 
hearty cooperation of their teachers in all plans for the good 
of the pupils, and would extend their thanks to all parents 
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and others who have in any way assisted in making our schools 
a success. :
